Some time ago tho Pennsylvania re- 


publicans adopted resolutions favoring 
tbe surplus rovonuo of tho 
fjovernmeut 


among the state and territories in pro- 
portion to their population. This was a 
foolish thing to do, because there is no 
authority given tho government by the 
constitution to dispose ot tho surplus 
revenue in that way. 
Mr. Blame has 


written a letter to the editor ol tho Phil- 
adelphia Press in which ho states his 
objections to the plan oC the Pennsyl 
vania republicans. 
He considers that 


there are three f itnl objections to tho 
proposition endorsed by them, and are 
given as follows: 


1. Tho utter uncertainly ot the size oJ 


the rndundant rovauue. It may bo $1,- 
OOO.OC3 or 8100,000,000, and unless it was 
steady no state tax pould bo remitted on 
account oC the receipt ot this, whilo spo- 
radic contributions to the statas would 
bo wasted, as was tho last distribution ot 
the federal surplus. 


2. The division o£ this surplus would 


impose On senators and representatives a 
divided duty. 
For tho suko of their 


states they would wish tho surplus to bo 
~ss largo as possible, which would present 
°^ a constant temptation to withhold ap- 
^,. propriations from tho objects really ot na- 


tional character. 


3. Tho assumption of a continuing re- 


dundancy o£ tho national revenue is op- 
posed to all sound views of admimstra- 
tioa, becauso it is sure to yield to extrav- 
agance, corruption, and all manner ot 
schemes for getting rid ot money. TUP 
time ifl rapidly approaching, however, 
when the national revenue, yielding, nn- 
dor the present system ot taxation, S100,- 
000,000 beyond the amount required-for 
government expenses, must bo reduced.

That would 
la a folly which no other government on tho 
globe could by any possibility commit. Tho 
tax on spirits oppresses no one. It is laid 
only by the consumers, and the most eitrerao 
advocate of teraporauco can not niuinlain 
that teiinpr tho article increases tho con- 
sumption. 
The national government has an absolute 


monopoly of the revenue from customs, be- 
cause the states aro forbidden by tho consti- 
ul ion to levy a tax on imports. Tho excise 
tui w.ns left open to both tho national and 
stntes iveroments, but us a matter of Tact, 
it Ls only tho natioual government that can 
oirectim'lly le^ and collect it. Should tho 
state of Illinois, for Instance, attempt to 
levy an exciso tax on whisky, the distillerios 
\voulJ bo removed across the river to 
Missouri. Each state in turn that should at- 
tempt to collect an eiciso tax would find 
itself baffled and disabled. It is only tho 
national gorornrnent that cau do it, and tho 
national government can do it for the benefit 
of all tho states. Instead, tnoroforo, of re- 
penting the tax on spirits, th« national gov- 
ernment c»n assign it to the states in proper, 
tiou to thai}' population. The machinery ol 
collection is to-day in complete operation. A 
bill of tea lines could direct the secretary of 
the treasury to pay tho whole of it, less [ the 
small expense oi collection, to the states land 
territories to tho proportion of their porJu>- 
tion,

GIVING THANKS. 


How tlic People of Jauesville 


Spent Thanksgiving Day, 


lln ion Services at il>o I*rcs«l>y- 


Clinrcli— Sermon by 


Yesterday was a very pleasant Thanks- 


giving Day. Tho eky was over-cast all 
day, but the temperature was moderate 
and no wind stirred up the dust to give 
annoyance to people on the streets. 
In 


many respects it was just such a day as 
would put one in tho proper frame of 
mind to be thankful. Business was not 
suspended in a general way, till late in 
tbo afternoon, and in tho evening the 
streets had tbat quietness which always 
accompanies a Snndaynight. There wns 
a union service in the morning, the Con- 
gregational, Baptist, tho two Methodists. 
and tlie Presbyterian churches uniting at 
tho latter place of worsliip at cloven 
e'cloek. Tho usual services were held iu 
Trinity and Christ ohurehes. 
At the 


union service there was a'iarge congrega- 
tion, the church being fiiled to its ut- 
most capacity. Tho choir, consisting of 
Mrs. St. John, Mrs. J. H. Kinney, Miss 
Fannie 
Uny, Mr. Blair, Clarence L. 


Clark, N. 0. Underbill, John Jloxford. 
with Mrs. J. IX King at the organ, sang 
some excellent, music. 
The liev. Dr. 


Hodf;o preached the sermon, which was 
heard with mucli interest. Tho follow- 
ing ia the full text of the discourse: 


Luki' wai-'ln that hour Jesus reJoie,'J in 


»H>ii'it, uacl said, I tlumk Ttiee, O c'atber. Lurd or 
Uenvon and earth. 
It must be a good thiug to givo thanks 


unto the Lord, else would not good meu 
have been so rnueh occupied therein; 
else would not the Lord and Master oC 
good men have left such a stimulating 
example of it. 
Wo meet to-day, to add 


one more of the long series of annual 
thanksgiving observances. In this loud, 
from tho days of the Pilgrim Fathers, un- 
til now, the people bavo been wont to as- 
semble, after tho annual harvest has been 
gathered in, and to publicly recognize 
Jehovah as the God ot the harvest. The 
chief magistrates oC both tho state and 
the nation, now call us, by their annual 
proclamations, to lay aside our secular 
avocations, to assemble in our accustomed 
places ot worship, and to unitedly render 
devout thanks to Almighty God. 


This is as it should [bo. May tho cus- 


tom never cease whilo harvests wave, and 
while men live to enjoy them. Nor can 
wo catch any higher inspiration for such 
a service than tbat whioh conies natural- 
ly from tho study of tho highest example 
of thanksgiving that was over placed up- 
on record. Such example our text affords 
us. It was God'a well-beloved Sou who 
rejoiced in spirit, and said, "I thank Thee, 
0 Father, Lord of. Heaven and earth." 
As though he would lead all devout souls 
in the purest religious exercise known to 
man, bo gives them tho key nots to a 
soiigof praise. 


It boa been said that "Jesus often 


wept but never smiled," but we hold that 
saying to be misleading. He did indeed 
weep, but he also did rejoice. His com- 
plex life ran sometimes through tho deep 
valleys of suffering. So that ho could 
bo described as a "man o{ sorrows ami 
acquainted with grief," and it also some- 
times scaled tho high places of joy, and 
even tho mountains oC transfiguration. 
For tho joy that was set before him ho 
endured the cross, despising its shame. 


And when, as here, ho pours oat his 


heart iu thanks to God how near it bniiga 
him to ourselves, as onowbo is thorough- 
ly human. Other passages in bis life sot 
tho divinity iu the foreground, as when 
wo see him stilling the raging sou, stay- 
ing tho bounding pulse of lever, bidding 
away tho loathsomeness of leprosy, open- 
ing eyes that bad never seen, and ears 
that had never hoard, casting oat unclean 
spirits by his word, calling back tho spir- 
its of the dead, and opening tho gates o£ 
tho grave. Hut hero, in tho toudercit 
filial spirit, ho is touched with gratitude 
like those who live by receiving and who 
hang upon tho diviuo beneficence. Ho 
is our brother hero, and by a single ex- 
clamation puts bis warm heart in close 
contact with all grateful hearts, tho world 
over. 
But let us study with some care the 


themes ot our Savior's thanksgiving, and 
certain suggestive facts which appear in 
tho history o! it. Perchance tho study 
may put fresh liCe into our offering, and 
or.ablo us to move heartily I to join llim 
as he cries "I thank Theo, 0 Father, Lord 
of heaven and earth." 


1. And first, our Savior's thanksgiving 


enwreathed itselt around tho groat cen- 
tral truth o'f tho Fatherhood ot GoJ. "I 
thank Thee. Father." Koyor uon clung 
so tenderly to bt? father as did God's 
ohiot beloved Sou, iu v.bom Eo was woil 
pleased. At tho early ago of twelve 
years, ho is already talking about bis 
Father's business. So intimate was his 
communion with him that ho could oven 
say, "No man kueweth tho Father but 
tbo sou, and bo to whom tho sou shall 
roveal hioi." Onco ho said, "I am in the 
Father and tho Father in me." In his 
intercessory prayer, recorded in the 17th 
chapter of John, bo clings to tho divine 
Fatherhood as that which gave to prayer 
all its strength and all its courage. When 
ho foretold bis departure from this world 
ho spoke of it aa a going to his Father. 
When he stood at death's stern gate ho 
oxclaimod "Father, into Thy hands I 
commend my spirit." Knowing as he 
did that every good gift was from above, 
and came down from tho Father of lights, 
how could ho do otherwise than give Him 
thanks in tbat hour wherein bo rejoiced 
in spirit? 


And our thanksgiving also, like Hia, 


should entwine itself around this same 
supporting column. 


His Father is our Father, and His God 


our God. Every year comes to us laden 
with ths tokens ot His paternal thought- 
fulness. The opening spring is but tho 
returning light of His countenance. The 
falling shower is but tho overflow of His 
goodness.

but 
tho 
sweet 


breath 
of 
JTIia love. Tho 
leaf, 
tho 


bud, tho ilower are but the unfolding ot 
his gracious thoughts. 
The growing 


grain is but tho symbol ot His advancing 
purpose; tho ripened harvest proclaims 
His faithfulness to tho terms oC His 
covenant. Like a father Ho opens his 
liand to feed his largo family; like a 
rather Ho gives His children goodly 
raiment. Ho watches over His household 
by day and by night with au eyo that 
never slumbers. Ho treats their cneinios 
as His enemies and their friends as Hts 
friouds. 


In what one token of fatherly regard is 


Ho deficient? 
Could wo open all the 


meaning ot that endearing word, Father, 
we should find every element of it in 
Him whom tho Great Father taught us 
to coil, "Our Father who art in heaven." 


Most fitting is it, then, that on our 


thanksgiving day we take hold with a 
firm grasp on this central truth of divine 
revelation.

heart thoro is no God."

It is sinful unbelief that loads tho soul

Faith looks upward, amid all choice and 
precious blessings, and cries with Jcsns, 
"E thank Thee, 0 Father." Iu all the 
riches of both nature and grace it dis- 
cerns the clear imprint of a Fathor'-j 
hand, and calls ever}' gift doubly precious 
because it tells of a Father's love. 


'2. Notice, again, tbat our Savior's thanks- 


giving grasped tho assuring fact that His 
Father was Lord of All, "I thank, Thee 
O Father, Lord ot heaven and earth," 
He rejoiced that pi-.lernal wisdom, power 


and love ruled the univovso. Mcpbibas- 
hetii bad a father who wns tondor, loving 
and good, but ho wore no crown and hold 
no scepter, and could not protect his 
lame child when the evil days came on. 
Kehoboam 
had 
a father who was a 


king.an-1 who ruled iu great splendor for 
a few brief years, then yielded up the 
kingdom and dropped into the sepulchre. 
History has preserved the names of many 
who have filled thrones, and worn the 
purple, but it has also told bow soon they 
slopt with their fathers. They ruled over 
a little spot ot earth for a few days, and 
then thev perished. But the eyo ot the 
Man of "Nazareth rested on one whose 
kingdom was an everlasting kingdom, 
and whoso realm covered tho whole earth 
and the whole heavens. It is true that bo 
saw tho earth darkened for tbo time by 
tho hateful tyranny ot an usurper. 
Ho 


Einv men everywhere swayed by tho ma- 
lignant iulluoLco of one who bad long 
before been cast out ot heaven tor dis- 
loyalty. Hut ho >1id not see Jehovah de- 
throned, and ho know tbat eatanio tyr- 
anny was not forovor. 
ELo know that tho 


supremacy of his Fathur was real, and 
that it would at length bo universally 
recognized, and for this ho rejoiced and 
gave thanks. Though tho heathen rage, 
and the people imagine a vain thing, yot 
tho one contra! tin-one remains unshakqti, 
and what BO filled tuo heart ot Christ 
with rejoicing and with praise, remains 
CH true and veal now as thon. 
Onr Father rules the world; our Father 
rales tho heavens, 
Satau can oppress 


only so far and so long as he permits.
